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THE NE¥ POS1OFFiCE

Some BusinesS Done and Facts Relat
ing 1o 0!d Ofiice.

The postofiice was re moved to
its new quarters Friday evening,
and the change calls to mind a bit of
history that may be of interest just
at this time. The new posteffice is
well ! ‘cated on Main street next to
the 1" nters & Commercial Bank, in
a nc v building erccted by A. Paul
Kitchin forthe purpose. The fur-
ni-hings are all of the very latest de-
sign and is as complete as any post-
cffice in the State regardless of the
size of the town. The building is a
two story one with a store room ad-
joining the postoffice.

For more than a quarter of a cen-
tury the postoffice had been loecated
in its building just vacated. When
the office was first placed in this
building Mr. J. P. Ware, now un
aged citizen of this place, was the
postmaster. The reccipts of the
office were not much more than a
trifle, as the town was nothing more
than a country village with only two
or three hundred citizens. Some-
time in the 90's the late R. H. Smith,
who was succeeded by Thomas
Shields, colored, was appointed by
President McKinley. In 1902 the
late Captain A. B. Hill was appoint-
ed postmaster, who died in February,
1506, and his daughter, Miss Eliz: -
beth Hill, the present postmistress,
was appointed tosuceeed her father.

During the first year of Captain

Hill’s administration the reczipts of
the office were $2,045.09 and for the
year closing July 1, 1813, the re-
ceipts amounted to $5,757.13, a gain
of $3,712.04, in a little more than a
decade,
During Miss Hill’s incumbeney in
office she has given universal satis-
faction, and every patron of the of-
fice has been secorded the same
prompt and eourteous attention,

i Chapel Hill, Ozt. 27.—The regis-
:tration number at the State Univer-
‘gity hes now reached 877, exceeding
by 40%the total number of students
ever registered in the whole of any
year. There are over 100 more stu-
dents here now than at any previovs
time in the history of the institu-
tion, and with the exception of Lhe
University of Texas, which is co-
edueationzal, the number of students
maltriculated exceeds the number of
any other Southern college in the
academic department. It is note-
worthy that more than 90 per cent
of this large student body are sons
of North Carelina, coming from 89
countiesin the State.

“Resolved, That the Constitution
o! North Carelina shouldi be so
amended as to zllow the initiative
and referendum a State wide legis-
lation,”” is the query selected by the
High School Debating Union of
North Carolina to be discussed by
the secondary and high schools in
the State having membership in the
debating union. A pamphlet con-
taining arguments on both sides of
the question is being prepared in
Chapel Hill and will be ready for
distribution to ull the schools in the
debating union by the first of No-
vember. The phenomenal success
of the debating union last yeear, in
which 360 student debators in North
Carolina discussed the question of
“Woman Suffrage,”” is reason for a
bright forecast of the work of the
debating union in the State this'vear.
